Sir: 


I have the honor to inform you that the Government of the Dominican 
Republic has provided that units of its Navy furnish such cooperation 
as may be necessary in carrying out measures to ensurc that the Govern- 
ment of Cuba cannot continue to receive from the Sino-Soviet powers 
military matcrial that may threaten the peace and security of the 
Continent. My government has likewisc decided to offer its airports, 
navel bases and other installations to all of the member states, for 
the purpose of facilitating the collective action that, in accordance 
with the Intcr-Americen Treaty cf Reciprocal Assistance, is indicated 
in the resolution adopted by the Council of the Organization acting 
provisionally as Organ of Consultation at the meeting held in the 
afternoon of October 23 of this year.
